The  characteristic  odor  of  the  Northern  woods  is  chiefly,  if  not  solely,  due  to  this  Fir.  The  foliage  is 
very  fragrant,  young  growths  often  being  used  for  making  the  favorite  “Balsam  Pillows.”  Makes  a hand- 
some lawn  specimen.  Our  stock  is  grown  from  a carefully  selected  strain  of  seed  gathered  in  certain  sec- 
tions in  Northern  Canada,  insuring  hardiness  and  trueness  to  type.

Abies  Balsamea  Macrocarpa  (Long  Leaved  Balsam  Fir) 

This  form  was  discovered  in  1866  by  a nurseryman  named  John  Wilcox,  living  near  Omro,  Wisconsin. 
Described  by  Prof.  Sargent  as  an  exceptionally  beautiful  and  desirable  Fir,  having  unusually  long  needles 
and  retaining  its  lower  branches  with  tenacity.  Cones  larger  than  the  common  form.

Abies  Douglassi  (Douglas  Fir) 

Our  plants  are  the  type  from  Northern  Colorado,  the  seed  being  collected  in  deep  gorges  of  high 
altitudes  where  the  blue  and  silvery  foliage  is  characteristic,  being  compact  and  symmetrical  in  growth, 
with  rather  short  needles,  in  contrast  to  Southern  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  type  which  are  of  doubtful 
hardiness,  irregular  and  open  growing.  This  tree  was  originally  discovered  by  Archibald  Menzies,  1792,  and 
rediscovered  by  David  Douglas,  the  eminent  Scotch  explorer  in  1827,  and  introduced  by  him  in_  the  fol- 
lowing year.  It  was  shortly  after  named  for  him  to  commemorate  his  memory.  A tree  that  is  widely 
known  and  appreciated  in  both  Europe  and  America.

Abies  Tsuga  Canadensis  (Hemlock) 

The  value  of  our  strain  of  Hemlocks  is  based  on  seed  selection  from  Northern  sources  only,  insuring 
hardiness  and  free,  graceful,  upright  growth.  In  the  past,  European  grown  plants  were  mainly  propagated 
from  Southern  collected  seed  (from  the  Carolinas,  Tennessee,  etc.),  because  the  seed  was  cheap  and  easily 
obtainable.  In  addition  to  producing  a rather  inferior  type  of  tree,  when  brought  to  colder  climates,  it 
always  winter  scalded,  turned  a ragged  brown,  or  killed  outright.  Our  Hemlocks  are  warranted  the  gen- 
uine Northern  strain,  and  will  be  found  superior  to  other  offerings  on  the  market.

J.  Communis  (J.  Communis  Depressa) 

The  well-known,  valuable,  many-stemmed  Dwarf  Juniper.  Rarely  exceeds  2 feet  in  height, 
good  form  of  Juniper  for  ground  cover.  It  is  at  home  on  sandy  or  gravelly  hill  sides  fully  exposed 
to  the  sun,  where  single  plants  often  reach  15  feet  or  more  in  diameter.  Is  sometimes  catalogued 
as  Juniperus  Communis  which  is  erroneous.  The  name  Juniperus  Conomunis  Depressa  is  also 
applied,  which  is  a synonym.  Grows  native  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  but  we  obtain  our 
seed  from  Northern  Wisconsin,  which  is  the  superior  type.

Hill’s  Waukegan  Juniper  (Juniperus  Sabina  Prostrata) 

An  interesting,  new  creeping  Juniper.  Very  low  and  compact,  making  a dense  mat.  Soft  blue 
color  in  spring  and  summer,  changing  to  a rich  purple  color  in  late  fall.  The  contrast  of  colors  at  dif- 
ferent seasons  gives  it  a distinction  not  found  in  other  varieties.  It  grows  close  to  the  ground,  not 
over  six  or  eight  inches  high,  but  spreads  out  a dozen  feet  or  more,  depending  upon  soil  and  planting 
conditions.

A variety  of  distinct  merit  noticed  by  A.  H.  Hill  on  a visit  to  the  Johannes  Von  Ehren  nurseries, 
near  Berlin,  Germany,  in  1908,  and  introduced  into  the  United  States  the  following  Spring  when  we 
imported  all  the  available  stock,  100  trees,  3 feet,  which  forms  the  basis  of  our  propagating  stock.

We  are  conveniently 
located  only  42  miles  north- 
west of  Chicago. 

When  coming  by  the  way 
of  Chicago,  you  are  directed 
to  the  C.  & N.  W.  Depot  on 
Madison  Street,  from  where 
it  is  an  interesting  ride  of 
one  hour  and  thirty  minutes 
direct  to  Dundee. 

For  an  hourly  service  from 
Chicago,  take  the  A.,  E.  & C. 
Electric  Line  at  Wells  Street 
and  Jackson  Boulevard,  di- 
rect to  Elgin,  transferring  to 
the  Dundee  - Carpentersville 
car,  getting  off  at  Stop  No. 
4,  from  where  it  is  but  a two- 
minute  walk  direct  to  our 
office,  which  is  located  right 
on  the  nursery  grounds.
